The "Grouping of Claims" section is no longer 
part of an Appeal Brief For the "Argument" section, there are no headings for each argument on appeal as is reguired by 
41.37{ c)(vii). The Appeal Brief does not contain the mandatory sections of an "Evidence Appendix" and a "Related 
proceedings appendix" as is reguired by 37 CFR 41.37( c). The Appeal cannot go forward until the BrieS-i^ in compliance 
with 37 CFR 41.37. . 
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
